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The Nazi Bluff... 


(Continued From Last Week) 


Nice Young Fellowe— 

The directors of these various ag- 
encies of espionage, disaffection, poli- 
tical debauchery and sabotage are not 
of the type beloved by fiction writers. 
Un the contrary, they are genial, per- 
onable young men (and women) care- 
fully selected for their jobs. The wo- 
men are in many cases members of 
the old titled nobility who have for 
long been the most fanatical adherents 
of Hitler. Disarming creatures, they, 
of course, give the “lie” to the allied 
conviction that the Germans are mere- 
ly educated savages, 

Before the war many of these agents 
were well known, Their engaging man- 
ners and their affability made them 
very popular. They were paragons of 
propriety, inspired only with the pur- 
Pose of helping to build up a Father- 
land whose contribution to world or- 
der would be real and enduring. 

They dismissed with virtuous indig- 
nation any suggestion that Germany's 
conversion to the pious principles of 
Moral Rearmament might be too sud- 
den to be lasting. 

Such were the scouts and skirmish- 
ers of the new military arm. Their job 
as already indicated, was to install 
themselves in the potential enemy’s 
country and, by conducting apparently 
legitimate enterprises, divert the sus- 
picions of the prospective victim. 
Their objective was not the small fry, 
the ordinary common or garden citi- 
zen, These efficient agents flew at 
higher game, and they were thoroug!- 
ly at their ease attending the cocktail 
parties of the “First Families.” 

One should not be too critical of the 
peopples and the governments whom 
the enemy marked down, in = pre-war 
days, for this infiltration. The methods 
were wholly new, wholly unsuspected 
The honest, well meaning stupidity of 
the democracies, grown flaccid,  self- 
indulgent and rapacious, was quite un- 
equal to the task of understanding the 
enlightened cunning of the dictator- 
ships. They were too engrossed in 
their own selfish little purposes to re- 
cognize the real shape of the things 
happening right under their very nose. 

It would now appear that the rea! 
concern of the democracies was to 
conceal from themselves the many de- 
vastating weaknesses of their own 
structure. In that they were fairly 
successful. But they were entirely 
unsuccessful in concealing those weak- 
nesses from he Nazi, 

Hitler’s emissaries were too many 
jumps ahead of the democracies. It was 
their particular job to ferret out just 
what and where, those weaknesses 
were, to uncover and pander to the 
vanity the greed and the veniality of 
their prospective wictims. How well 
they succeeded can no wbe measured 
in the number of democracies over 
whose prostrate forms the Nazi jug- 
gernaut has rolled. 

Had they only known it, these coun- 
tries were actually conquered before 
a shot was fired. The Nazi “Fifth Col- 
umn” did its job effectively and with 
typical German thoroughness, To put 
it colloquially, they found within the 
democracies enough “sucker-bait” in 
the form of potential traitors, weak- 
lings and cowards, to facilitate their 
task enormously. 

In those countries whieh had the 
courage to put up a show of resist 
tance the work of the “Fifth Column” 
was reinforced by Hitler's Airmen, 
These sadistic young brutes finished 
off whatever morale was left among 
the civilian population. Thus was the 
campaign completed, Thus were the 
hearts of the soldiers opposing Hit- 
ler’s goose-stepping automatons en- 
tirely broken. They could fight the 
Nazis man for man; but the spectacle 
of their own helpless womenfolk and 
children being slaughtered before 
their eyes was too much for them. 

And so, with a minimum of real 
fighting, by naked, unrelieved savag- 
ery and treachery, Hitler and his fel- 
low gangsters compelled the subjuga- 
tion of peoples whose standards of 
morality and civilization the Germans 
have never even begun to approach. 
Germany's “Invincible Might”— 

It will be remembered that all of 
those “victories” have been carefully 
proclaimed by teh Nazis as triumphs 
of the “invincible might” of Ger- 
many. Hitler has screamed his praises 
of the flaming “German sword” and 
the Prussian accomplices of Hitler 
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have taken the flattering unction to 
their soul that those achievements are 
a vindication of themselves, 

The 
appropriate point at which to 
ine this “invincible might” 
many. Let us look at it in the light of 
the few the very few -- occasic 
when the Nazis were brcught face io 
face with forces which stood up io 
them, One could begin with the nay: 
combats. 

But, you protest, would not thi: 
unfair. Is not the Royal Navy vastly 
superior to the Nazi navy? 

Yes, that is so. But where at any 
time has that superiority been asserted 
at any one place? The two fleets have 
never come into conflict as entire units 
and the Royal Navy’s superiority in 
ships, armament and personnel has 
never been present in the individual 
combats in which the various units 
have engaged. 

As a matter of cold fact the 
opposite has been the rule. In all the 
naval combats of the present war it 
was actually the Nazis themselves 
who in each case had amost pronoun: 
ced superiority. 

The River Plate? Didn't the 
Spee have everything that any naval 
force could desire in the way of hea- 
vier armament, heavier guns, longer 
range and greater speed? Of course 
she had, Yet three little cruisers, out- 
gunned, out-ranged and out speeded, 
routed the hulking pocket battleship, 
whose ignominious end is now a mat- 
ter of history. 

At both battles of Narvik the Ger- 
mans had the upper hand by tremend- 
ous margins, even when consideration 
is given to the fact that in the second 
engagement the British destroyers 
were helped by H. M. S. Warspite. 
That reinforcement was more than 
neutralized by the fact that the Nazis 
enjoyed the superlative advantage of 
fixed artillery positions on shore. Ask 
the sailors or theguners to explain all 
that this means. 

H. M. S. Repulse was alone 
she encountered the 26,000 
Scharnherst and the 19,000 ton Hippe: 
in northern Norwegian waters. Yet 
the British battleship tore into the 
Nazis and damaged the Scharnhorst 
B80 severely that she has been out of 
action ever since, and for many weeks 
she lay an unresponding target fur the 
Fleet Air Arm in Trondheim Fjora. 
For luck, a submarine of the Royil 
Navy fired a torpedo into the Nazi 
battleship when the latter was being 
escorted to Kiel for repairs. 

British submarines have 
fully, and in broad daylight, penetrar- 
ed heavy screens of escorting des- 
troyers and sunk larger and more im- 
portant enemy ships. 

In short, wherever ships and men 
of the Royal Navy have met the en- 
emy, no matter how heavy the odds 
in the Nazis’ favour, the British have 
either destroyed the enemy or forced 
him to run for cover, Germany's mar- 
itime tradition has been sadly cloud- 
ed by teh ineptitude of the Nazi navy. 
It has become a tradition of avoiding 
battle, and of scuttling their own 
ships. 

Is that the stuff of which world con- 
querors are made? Does that scrt of 
business indicate “invincibility?” The 
“superman” has been very little in 
evidence in the Nazi naval sphere. 

Stack these scuttlings and scurry- 
ings for safety up against such glor- 
ious episodes as the fight of the Raw- 
alpindi, No fleeing from superior odds 
there. No scuttling the ship to avoid 
defeat and capture. Whenever the 
fainthearted breathe timorously the 
Goebbels bleatings of Nazi “invincib 
ility” just bring back to memory the 
long, dishonourable and cowardly re- 
cord of the Nazi navy and set it be- 
side that last magnificecnt challenge 
of the Rawalpindi. 

The Rawalpindi spirit is completely 
alien to the Nazi make-up It never 
will become part of the Nazi moke-up 
for the reason that the elements 
which sustained the heroes of the Raw- 
alpindi are entirely lacking in Nazi- 
dom. 

But those elements are of the very 
bone and fibre of the Royal Navy. 
They are in the air our men breathe, 
in the free, adventurous and arduous 
lives they live, in the glorious tradi 
tions of liberty and heroism’ with 
which they and their fathers before 
them have enriched our inheritance.

THEREFORE BE IT KESOLVED 
that we, the representatives of the 
Municipalities above mentioned in 
meeting assembled at Strathmore, Al 
berta, this 15th day of August, 1940,

Line Elevators Build Added Storage 
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15 MILLION BUSHEL 
CAPACITY 


In order to assist in relieving the 
acute shortage of storage 
brought about by congestion of grain 
in Canada, Line country elevators 
will build approximately 750 tempor 
ary storage bins throughout Western 
Canada, This announcement was made 
today by The North West Line Eleva 
tors Association. The bins will have a 
capacity ranging from 20,000 to 40,000 
bushels each. Total capacity will ex 
ceed 15,000,000 bushels. 
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There are 5,672 country elevators 
in Western Canada with a_ storage 
capacity of 189,422,000 bushels. The 
average Capacity of these elevators is 
35,000 bushels. Total capacity if all 
terminal and country elevators in 
Canada is 422,824,220 bushels. 

The Government Lumber Controller 
is co-operating with the Elevator 
companies in moving forward lumber 
to country points for the erection of 
the temporary bins. Approximately 
15,000,000 feet of lumber will be — re- 
quired for the construction of the 
bins, in addition to many tons of tie 
rods, nails and roofing materials.

costs more to produce, because its 
yields per acre is much smaller due to 
the intervals between pickings being 
longer, 

A tea plant is ready for the picker 
when it is about four years old, Only 
a few buds and young tender leaves 
trom each plant are taken at a picking. 
The plant continues to grow all 
through the warm rainy season, and 
Picking goes on from day to day as 
new leaves come out, This gives the 
significance to the brand name of our 
tea, “Tender Leaf Tea”, since only 
high grown and young tender leaves 
are used by us.

Complete information may be ob- 
tained from any line elevator agent. 
Farmers who desire to avail hemsel- 
ves of this service are advised to cut 
a tive foot length of one drill row 
from five widely separated points in 
the field. These samples should be 
tied together and delivered to any lo 
cal line elevator agent. The samples 
will then be sent to Winnipeg for id 
entification and advice sent to the 
farmer as to the suitability of his 
crop for next year’s seed. |
